(1) The director shall prepare((, with the advice of———————the tile and———

registration—advisery—committee,———)) an annual comprehensive analysis

and evaluation of agent and subagent fees. The dir ector shall make
recommendations for agent and subagent fee revision s ((appreved-by-the——
title—and-registration—advisorycommittee———)) to the senate and house
transportation committees by January 1st of every t hird year starting
with 1996. Fee revision recommendations may be mad e more frequently
when justified by the annual analysis and evaluatio n((, andrequested———
by-the-titlte-andregistration-advisory-committee ——————)).

(2) The annual comprehensive analysis and evaluati on must

consider, but is not limited to:
(@) Unigque and significant financial, legislative, or other
relevant developments that may impact fees;

(b) Current funding for ongoing operating and main tenance
automation project costs affecting revenue collecti on and service
delivery;
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(c) Future system requirements including an approp riate sharing of
costs between the department, agents, and subagents ;

(d) Beneficial mix of customer service delivery op tions based on a
fee structure commensurate with quality performance standards;

(e) Appropriate indices projecting state and natio nal growth in
business and economic conditions prepared by the Un ited States
department of commerce, the department of revenue, and the revenue

forecast council for the state of Washington.

Sec. 151. RCW 46.01.140 and 2005 ¢ 343 s 1 are each amended t

read as follows:

(1) The county auditor, if appointed by the direct or of licensing
shall carry out the provisions of this title relatin g to the licensing
of vehicles and the issuance of vehicle license num ber plates under
the direction and supervision of the director and m ay with the
approval of the director appoint assistants as spec ial deputies and
recommend subagents to accept applications and coll ect fees for
vehicle licenses and transfers and to deliver vehic le license number
plates.

(2) A county auditor appointed by the director may request that
the director appoint subagencies within the county.

(&) Upon authorization of the director, the audit or shall use an
open competitive process including, but not limited to, a written
business proposal and oral interview to determine t he qualifications

of all interested applicants.

(b) A subagent may recommend a successor who is ei ther the
subagent's sibling, spouse, or child, or a subagenc y employee, as long
as the recommended successor participates in the op en, competitive
process used to select an applicant. In  making suc cessor
recommendation and appointment determinations, the following

provisions apply:
() If a subagency is held by a partnership or cor porate entity,
the nomination must be submitted on behalf of, and agreed to by, all

partners or corporate officers.
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(i) No subagent may receive any direct or indirec t compensation
or remuneration from any party or entity in recognit ion of a successor
nomination. A subagent may not receive any financi al benefit from the

transfer or termination of an appointment.

(i) (&) and (b) of this subsection are intended to assist in the
efficient transfer of appointments in order to mini mize public
inconvenience. They do not create a proprietary or property interest

in the appointment.

(c) The auditor shall submit all proposals to the director, and
shall recommend the appointment of one or more suba gents who have
applied through the open competitive process. The auditor shall
include in his or her recommendation to the directo r, not only the
name of the successor who is a relative or employee, if applicable and
if otherwise qualified, but also the name of one ot her applicant who
is qualified and was chosen through the open competit ive process. The

director has final appointment authority.

(3)(a) A county auditor who is appointed as an age nt by the
department shall enter into a standard contract pro vided by the
director((, developed—with-theadviceof-thetile—————and registration———
advisory-committee——)).

(b) A subagent appointed under subsection (2) of t his section

shall enter into a standard contract with the count y auditor((, —

committee—)). The director shall provide the standard contra ct to
county auditors.
(c) The contracts provided for in (a) and (b) of this subsection

must contain at a minimum provisions that:

() Describe the responsibilities, and where appli cable, the
liability, of each party relating to the service ex pectations and
levels, equipment to be supplied by the department, and equipment

maintenance;
(i) Require the specific type of insurance or bon ds so that the
state is protected against any loss of collected mo tor vehicle tax

revenues or loss of equipment;
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(i) Specify the amount of training that will be
state, the county auditor, or subagents;
